The ideal space without con- 
structing a new building, accord- 
ing to Schlesier, would be the laun- 
dry behind CBH. The laundry oc- 
cupies one half of the upper level of 
the maintenance building. It has 

high ceilings and a loading dock 
which would allow for large objects 
to be shown.

is one of the items on the agenda for 

the Board of Trustees meeting,

Along with an Art Gallery, space 
needs and allocations will be con- 
sidered for a physical activities fa- 
cility and the Drama department. 

Doug Schlesier, an Art depart- 
ment faculty member pushing fora 
gallery, said they (members of the 
Art department) want a space that 
can be controlled. The current 
“gallery” is the concourse in Mary 
Josita Hall, a long hallway that 
doesn't allow for “creative show- 
ing” of art work. 

Schlesier said the ideal gallery 
would have slide-track lighting and 
high ceilings; adding to the cre- 
ativity of shows. A gallery on the 
Clarke campus would be open spe- 
cific hours; adding to the con- 
trolability of the space. With cre- 

. ativity and control available Clarke 
would be able to exhibit shows of 
outside artists who are hesitant to 
exhibit in the current space. 

Clarke students however, are the 
first consideration in the push for 
an art gallery. “It’s not fair for stu- 
dents not to be able to show their 
work in the best possible way,” 
Schlesier said. Art students com-

The city itself was quite a shock 
to many people. “I was expecting 
the worst but I:still didn’t expect to 
see what I saw. Most of the people 
lived in shacks and this was prac- 
tically considered upper class! Over 
a million people lived in the 
streets,” Highland said. 

“The city smelled like a campfire 
because the people who lived on the 
sidewalks built fires there at night,” 
added Hawks. In time, the group 
got used to seeing people wrap 
themselves up in blankets and fall 

asleep right in the street. 

The traffic also startled the 
American singers. “They totally ig- 
nore stop signs and stoplights. In 
fact, I saw one sign that said ‘Stop, 
look, and go.’ The funny thing was 

that I never saw an accident,” 
Thompson said. i 

While ‘they were in New Delhi 
the singers visited Agra, where the 
Taj Mahal is located. Their next 
stop was the tiny kingdom of Ne- 

al, which is north of India. “It was 

a beautiful place, surrounded by 

the Himalayan Mountains,” said 

Thompson. “We didn't get to sing 

for the King but he extended his 

greetings to us.” 

Some of the students remem- 
bered less pleasant experiences in 
Nepal. “One day we went to a Hin- 
du sacrifice, which is part of their 
religion. When we were there, the 
best thing for them to sacrifice was 
a goat. The poorer people sacrific- 
ed chickens. They put all the an- 
imalsinto a large enclosed area and 
then chopped off their heads. You 
could hear the animals screaming 
and there was blood all over the 
place. The people smeared the sa- 
cred blood in their hair and all over 


their bodies. They-washed out the . 


animals in a nearby stream. After 
this experience I felt a sort of 
hatred for their religion but I re- 
minded myself that their religion is 
as old as ours and I have to try to 
understand it,” Hawks said. 

From Nepal the students went to 
Calcutta where they sang at Moth- 
er Teresa's several homes. While 


e there they stayed at the 
Hotel and the manage- 
hired a well-known In- 
dian musician to perform for them.
